Sfcrolnry of War linker Issues In¬
structions for Itecruiting of at
I,east One Man I'er I.OOO Peoplein Kncli District.

Secretary or War I taker has inaugu¬
rated an entirely new system of regu-
lar army recruiting. He lias divided
the United Stales into districts and
served notJee upon district oiliccrs that
at least one man 11111*1 be recruited
for every 1,000 people in his district.

It was announced yesterday l»y the
War Department that Kichiiiond will
l>o the center of on< district, and thatprobably twenty oiliccrs and men oftlie regular arm\ will be detailed tocover tin; area embraced 111 it.
The exact limitations of ihe Rich¬mond district have 11.>i been fixed byAdjutant-General Mci'ain. but it wiilinclude all of Virginia and perhaps apart, if not all. of North t'nrollua.Other districts already circumscribedhave been designed 10 include about2.000.000 population as a minimum. 1S11that basis it will lie necessary for theRichmond recruiting force to recruitnot less than I'.oOo Virginians andNorth Carolinians, if all expectations

are met.
The twenty-odd men who will be

assigned to recruiting duty at Ric'i-mond will work out (>f this ci»y.Branch otliees will be opened for >
time In Norfolk, l.ynchburn, Ho.moke
and otiier cities, all of them reportingtheir results to the main oflicc mi IJiib.

not less than 100,000 men for the regu¬lar army. This draft is intended to (111
the ranks up to minimum war strength

pirations.

It was further announced by the War
Department yesterday that general of¬
ficers of the army had been authorized
to discontinue militia recruiting at
their discretion. Enlistment In the Na¬
tional Guard has been a disappoint¬
ment to the War Department, ami it
Is now fell that additional money
would bo thrown away, at this time,
in an effort to induce more men to en¬
ter guard service.

The Virginia Hospital has its emer¬

gency hospital facing on Midway, to
the cast of the race track, and ad¬
joining it Is a small building con¬

taining an emergency telephone, to be
used in summoning the ambulance, the
police, tho Aremen and officers of tho
association. The Fire Department sent
out yesterday No. 4 Engine Company,
with Its full complement of men. The
engine la stationed to the west of the
grand stand. The Police Department
has its hoadquatters next to the main
entrance from the bridge. Hoy Scouts
will be on hand to render emergency
help and to guide strangers to and
from the grounds. The Travelers' Aid
Society will maintain a booth for the
care and comfort of strangers who may
fall into distress.

Besides by the police, the grounds
will be patroled by Pinkerton detec¬
tives alert for the light-lingered gen¬
try to whom fairs so often afford easy
pickings and great pecuniary gain.
But if Major Werner's annual advice
is followed, visitors will leave their
valuables in their boarding-houses or

hotels, taking with them only enough
money to pay for pleasure and enter¬
tainment.

exhibit of Ihe State's resources, there
will be no lack of entertainment. The
free features ha\«* been so staged in
front of the grand stand that they
may be seer, from any part of the ampl-
theater.
